Business Activities: The Company was incorporated on September 8, 1994 and provides services as a registered
broker and dealer of securities. Revenues and expenses consist primarily of commissions received and paid.LL

Security Trading: On security trades by customers, the Company acts as the introducing broker on a fully disclosed
basis. Customer accounts are maintained on the books of the carrying broker.

Basis of Accounting: The Company uses the accrual basis of accounting, which is consistent with generally accepted
accounting principles.

Plant and Equipment: Purchases and equipment with a useful life of more than one year are capitalized. Depreciation is
based on the useful life of the asset and charged to income ratably over that life. Repairs and improvements which
significantly increase the useful life of an asset are capitalized.

Commissions Receivable and Payable: Commissions receivable at December 31, 2015 and 2014 were $29,711 and

~ -, $24,227, respectively. Commissions payable at December 31, 2015 and 2014 were $23,378 and $10,811, respectively.

r--) Income Taxes: The Company has elected to be taxed under the provisions of subchapter S of the Internal Revenue
Code. As an S-corporation all items of income and expense are passed through to shareholders to be taxed on their

f maintenance and real estate taxes. These items are paid directly the appropriate vendors by the Company. The
Company has a month to month lease. Rent expense for 2015 and 2014 was $18,000 and $18,000, respectively.

At December 31, 2015 and 2014 the Company owed Ferd Labrunerie $4,401. This was for funds from a closed

_ brokerage account owned by Ferd Labrunerie which was rolled over directly into the available for sale
investments of the Company.
